One firm has opened headquarters 
in Winnipeg and another - western 
centres advertising the Rio Grande 
Valley another has four thousand acrés 
on the edge of the great desert east of 
New Mexico and close to the Califor- 
fia line. They want one half cash on 


| these desert fruit farms and the ba- 


lance payable, any old time. With the 
usual optimistic energy of that class 
of land speculators these ‘desert land 
promotors are flooding the Canadian 
mails with beautifully illustrated pam- 
phlets, folders and general literature, 
showing beatiful farm homes, with 
orange groves in the distance, tropicat 
growths on all sides and a variety of 
fine stock.

SCHOOL THE PLACE 
TO TEACH THRIFT 


The ‘idea that childfen while in the 


schoolroom are in “the mood to. learn 
and that, hum-druni though the pro 
ceedings may be, that is the best place 
to teach the principles of thrift is the 
idea which was presented to the Sav- 
ings Bank Division of the American 
Bankers Association at the recent 
New York convention by Alvin P. 
HMoward. His ideas should be of in- 
terest to bank managers in Canada. 

I have watched school children in 
the school room, and there is. no doubt 
that their whole expression is differ-] t 


Jent from that. exhibited when they are 


idly passing through the corridors or 
playing in the yard. Not all of them 
are attentive faces, and some are quite 


‘bored, but most of them are compell- 


ed to absorb by the very nature of 
and the habit of 
associating the school room with a 
place where they Jearn. At least, you 
stand a better chance of teaching any- 
thing in the schoot room than you do 
in any part of the building. It is hum- 
drum, dull and uninteresting, but- the 
force of routine and habit are ultimate- 
ly predominant. 

So we learn by routine, and the na- 
tural conclusion is that thrift must. be 
made, a part of the routine curriculum 
in order to be understood, digested 
and taken away for permanent use. I 
do not think that. this. is theory, and 
T am!‘ certain that it ‘is the. case with 
my own children,
